Secretary of State Tom Adams 
says he will require all candidates 
for public office to file full in- 
formation on all campaign expen- 
ses. 

“Implementation of this new pol- 
icy simply ‘means: that ' campaign 
expenditure reports which do not 
list expenditures in sufficient de- 
tail will not be accepted and filed 
in this office,” Adams announced in 
a statement. 

In the past, Adams explained, 
some candidates have reported 
lump-sum payments to advertising 
agencies although the agencies 
paid the money to radio and tele- 
vision stations and. newspapers 
and other advertising media. 

Adams said he felt it was the 
clear intent of the law, however, 
to require detailed information on 
expenditures and each candidate
